K is 
worth no ting that the Algerian 
army, supplied and trained by 
the Soviets, sat out the entire 
war for independence at 
Tunisian and Moroccan bases. 

That same army was 
later used by Ben Bella as an 
instrument lor establishing his 
political supremacy In sad 
fact, armies throughout the 
Arab world have been used 
more for domestic political 
purposes ten to fight wars, 
and the record of military 
I coups proves it. 

The rare exceptions have 
been the Jordanian army and 
the Saudi army, plus a tew 
others still In their Infancy 
like Kuwait's. 

King Faisal to ao concerned 
about the Saudi army, how¬ 
ever, that he haa created a 
second armed force of tribal 
levies called tie “white 
army." These units accom¬ 
pany the regulars wherever 
they go just to keep them in 
line. 

★ * ★ 

In moet cases, this insecurity 
is founded on nationalism. The 
senior officers In mo# Arab 
armies are what could be 
called old school types. They 
started out under colonial 
regimes, and many have been 
trained at the Sandhurst and 
St. Cyr military academies. 

The present day majors and 
colonels and below are the 
product of national war col¬ 
leges As such, they have not 
had the same sort of Western 
professional tratokig in which 
toe soldier to indoctrinated 
with tha idea that he is the 
servant of, and not the 
conspir a tor against, tha estab¬ 
lished government. 

In most of these countries 
fence again, Jordan is an 
exception), the common 
Boldin' is a draftee doing his 
time and uninterested in 
getting himself Wiled for a 
cause he doesn’t understand. 
In Iraq, for example, most of 
the foot soldiery comes from 
toe 9hJ'a section of the 
population. 


The Shi's are one of the two 
main brandies at Islam, to 
Iraq, they are the biggest at 
three population groups, but 
they have been pollticafly 
disinherited for generations. 
Nearly all the officers are 
Sunnis, from the other branch 
of Islam, and this simple 
contradiction helps explain the 
poor thawing at toe Iraqi 
army in four yews of fighting 
the Kurds in the north. 

to Syria, successive mflltary 
coups have whittled away the 
officer corps, and tha officers 
themselves sre so caught up 
in political intrigue tet K was 
a wonder the army lought as 
well as it did agatost Israel. 
★ * ★ 

The situation In Egypt is 
different. The Egyptian 
peasant la one of to* world's 
most provincial people. Take 
him 20 miles from his native 
village and be la last. and toe 
scenes of mourning in te Nile 
Delta when the government 
tra nsfe rred people to new 
vBiages on distant reclaimed 
land testify to this fact 

To him. the Sinai Desert is 
as strange as toe moon. 


Yemen la equally remote, and 
the sorry record of Egyptian 
ground forces fighting ragtag 
tribal levies there should have 
been warning enough to 
Nasser not to put hto army up 
■gatoat the efficient and 
highly mobilized Israelis. 

to the battle for Gaza, tha 
Israelis reported toe fiercest 
resistance from the Palestine 
liberation Army, poorly 
trained and equipped as it 
was. It was, at least fighting 
far an ideal, whereas tha 
Egyptians turned and ran. 

* A * 

The one real exception in 
this picture is the Jordan 
army. Jordan is a poor 
count-#, and soldiering Is a 
valued and envied porfeaalon, 
with a steady income and 
mare money than te average 
peasant or Bedouin can hope 
to gat otherwise. 

In addition. Jordan still 
■ends her officers to Ameri¬ 
can and British training 
schools at every opportunity. 
Jordan’s own military schools 
are good enough ao the S a udis 
and other Arab states send 

officers to them for Gaining- 


Certainty a glance at three 
major aspects of toe situation 
here, the conventional war. 
pacification, and South Viet¬ 
nam's awn polities, makes 
caution seem like a good 
policy. 

The military arguments tor 
more troops are now weD 
known. Put crudely, a mini¬ 
mum of around 70,000, and a 
maximum of perhaps 300,000. 
more are needed if toe 
American army is to achieve 
its stated aim of finding and 
destroying the main force 
Communist units. 

* * * 

In te past .the Communists 
have managed to increase 
their military strength in 
proportion with new American 
troop arrivals. Presumably 
they will try to repeat this if 
there la a new American build¬ 
up, and so avoid again tha 
danger of an American mili¬ 
tary breakthrough. 

American officials acknowl¬ 
edge that North Vietnam has 
the margiower and the means 
to do this. In spite of 
continuous American bom. 
bardment .of the infiltration 
routes to ffie south. There Is 
also te extremely delicate 
question at whether more 
American troops might not 
mean more American casual¬ 
ties. 

* * * 

The example of the escala¬ 
tion at te air war over North 
Vietnam may also provide 
some lemons fa caution for 
tha land war fa te sou to. 
McNamara is now rumored to 
have his doubta about the 
bombing. . ' 

Yet listening to military 
arguments hers, one realizes 
tet tt is far easier to start a 
new chapter to this war than 
to end it It may have been 
largely guesswork originaDy 
bow much effect bombing 
would have m Infiltration 
from the North. 

But there is now no doubt 
whatsoever that a redaction fa 
bombing would make Infiltra¬ 
tion that much easier, and 
that most military men must 
therefore oppose any auch 
suggestion. Similarly it may 
prove far easier to get more 
ground f orce s into South Viet¬ 
nam than to get tern out 
again. 

♦ * * 

The two other major 
aspects of the situation 
certain to be i t v i e wed — 
pacification and local politics 
— can ba dealt with more 
summarily. 

The isugne a of te pacifi¬ 
cation pr o gr a m la like an 
early airplane's attempts to 
By. Everyone agrees it Is a 
marvellous, progressive and a 
necessary thing. But, In spit* 
of modification after modifi¬ 


cation, it somehow never 
quite gets airborne. 

So with pacification, which 
was last reorganized on the 
American side, only In May 
with General Westmoreland 
■a overland and the reputedly 
red-hot R obert Komer, 
brought straight from the 
White House, to be his civilian 
assistant with ambassadorial 
rank.

proof that it will. Caution 


should certainly also be the 
order at the day where 
Vietnam's own politics are 
concerned, because so much 
depends on how the increas¬ 
ingly unpredictable September 
elections go off. 

It fas very hard to believe 
that McNamara, on his ninth 
trip to Vietnam, will not want 
to balance all these uncertain¬ 
ties against straightforward 
military arguments about 
force levels, even if the latter 
are very likely to win in tha 
end.

sal, socks event—the Happen¬ 
ing. 

Happening potttk* explains 
why an incumbent president, 
with Ms power to create occa¬ 
sion, enjoys an advrotage 
over any opposition candidate. 
It further tadlcatea why te 
present Repubfioan frontrun¬ 
ners have been so diaappoW- 
tag. 

It even suggests tet if te 
Republican leaders do not 
want to repeat in slow motion 
the dkaater of 1964, they had 
better move quickly to candi¬ 
date* now thought of only as 
outside possibilities. 

* * * 

. The new politics, as I have 
called the pont-Truman politi¬ 
cal condition, has as its prime 
base a widespread economic 
affluence. Good times have 
dissolved the harsh tines of 
opposition between economic 
groups, and diminished the 
appeal of bread-and-butter 
issues. 

Aa a result, stands on par¬ 
ticular issues are far less 
significant than personal 
appeal. A record of accom¬ 
plishment avails almost noth¬ 
ing- What counts is the image. 

By itself, however, a good 
Image is not enough. For the 
American electorate, is sub¬ 
jected to an indecently rich 
diet at sensations. 

★ ★ * 

Every day television, radio, 
films, plays, meetings, vaca¬ 
tions, cook-outs, and countless 
other diversions make claims 
upon the average citizen. His 
attention is almost constantly 
absorbed by a buzz of regular 
trivia. To penetrate the static 
takes suttethmg special. That 
is where Happenings come in. 


Because of their capacity to 
make news, presidents are 
particularly well-fixed to stags 
Happenings and turn them to 
account. Almost any foreign 
crista fits te b*H. 

Thus President Eisenhower's 
popularity went up, despite 
something less than a brilliant 
performance by his' adminis¬ 
tration, at the, time of the 1956 
Suez crisis. President Kennedy 
enjoyed a similar rise, despite 
a truly lamentable perform¬ 
ance at the time of te Bay of 
Pigs. 

* ★ * 

And now, after what seema 
to me a very fine perform¬ 
ance, President Johnson is 
reaping the fruits of Glass- 
boro. 

The present Republican 
frontrunners have plainly 
learned one lesson of the new 
politics—the lesson of image 
politics. Gov. George Romney 
of Michigan has evidently 
picked on the creribitity pip 
and a certain moral seedtoess 
as thq vulnerable prints in te 
Johnson’s image. He has cast 
himself in the opposite role—

But Happening Politiea 
seems to elude Romney and 
Nixon. H they have done any¬ 
thing recently besides going 
through te motions of be¬ 
coming candidates, nobody 
knows about it. Even when 
they finally do announce it 
will probably corns as an 
anti-climax. 

Pshaps te season Is not 
right for te big gesture. 
Politicians keep saying it, ao 
there may really be such a 
thing as peaking too early. 
But I suspect there is another 
reason. 

Romney and Nixon are able 
and diligent men. Either coe 
might be an excalent preaW j 
dent. But neither one Is very 
exciting. They lack electricity. 
They do not create Happen¬ 
ings. And to let tern have 
the field, as the Republican 
leaders are now doing, seems 
to me a recipe for doing, down 
to defeat slowly. '

But who elae Is there? Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller of New 
York, with his experience 
and stature, passes the image 
test with flying colors. But 
does he Inspire people? Hs 
showing, hit very poor tew¬ 
ing. In te 1964 New York 
gubernatorial election does 
not suggest fiat he excites 
the electorate. 

However there are two Re¬ 
publicans in die field who 
undoubtedly do create Hap¬ 
penings. who stir crowds 
wherever they go, who turn 
people on. One of them seems 
to me Ill-fitted by past ex¬ 
perience for the job — Gov. 
Ronald Reagan of California. 
The other is Sen. Charles 
Percy of Illinois.

Mr. Justice Verctiere, In an 
11 -page judgment, said the own- 
era had not sufficiently Indi¬ 
cated to the court they were 
entitled to its Interference In the 
matter. 

EARLIER PACT 

The judgment said the owners 
now seek to blame the union 
for toe present circumstances 
after earlier agreeing to put off 
for several weeks toe injunction 
attempt. 

Mr. Justice Verchere was re¬ 
ferring to the owners' decision 
not to fish for halibut until the 
trawl strike is settled, then re¬ 
versing their stand In an at¬ 
tempt to get the union cleared 
for fishing.

Black Currants 


Make aH your cuts either at crowd 
level or immediately above a strong 
young iboot originating low down and 
pointing outward — very much like the 
spring pruning of a roee bush. There Is 
one big difference, though; with roaes. 
we don’t went any sucker shoots 
springing up from the lower nxRa, wtiSe 
with Mack currants, these tucker ahorda 
ate highly valued. 


or branches with light yellow-brown 
bark, and next year s berries will come 
from dormant buds in the leal axils 
along the length of these shoots. Now, 
ins more ripened end woody these new 
dwots become, die s tronger aril be 
these bud* and the bigger me crop. 

To ripen their wood p ropert y , thmigh, 
these yowg shoots need exposure to 
sunlight and Rkr. When they are 
crowded and shaded by older shoots, 
the bods will be weak and pwy and the 
lin crop will be light. This is why I 
bebeve In pruning as soon as tht crop 
has beat catered. 

Basically, the pruning of Hack 
currants Is simple enough — you Just 
cut away every branch or shoot which 
bare fruit this year — but there is a bit 
mure to it man thla, especially in the 
ease of neglected or lagarmed bus has.

In an earlier article I mentioned the 
controversy going an in gardening 
circles as to Qie best time to prune 
roses; I might say the tame argument 
rages concerning me proper time to 
prune black currants. 

I always like to get my currants 
pruned as soon si possible after me 
berries have been picked. Quite a few eg 
my gardening friends believe I have 
lost my marbles when I mention this; 
they point out that such early pruning 
stimulates a let of new shoot growth, 
sad If these new shoots go into me 
whiter in a soft, sappy state, many of 
them would winter-kill. This actually 
happened several yean ago when, as a 
result of a vet acid almost sunless late 
summer snd'fak, the new young shoots 
on the black currant* failed to ripen 
sad turn woody. These soft shoots 
1 offered badl y from low arbiter tem¬ 
peratures, and there was almost no 
black currant crop te following year. 
Nevertheless, I believe the advantages 
of early pruning more man balance this 
danger. 

* * * 

You see. moat of next year's crop 
will be bore* on young shoots that grow 
out this summer. These are the shoots 


If you have taken over a very old 
and neglected black currant plantation. 
It would pay you to sacrifice next yew's 
crop and cut the whole worta right 
down to the ground. Thla draaho 
pruning would cause the rotas to push 
up lots of fine strong knob which 
would wop heavily in IBM. TWa h the 
system being used widely in England, 
where the black currant is highly 
valued as a source of high-vita min 
breakfast Juice. 

Better lay down a good thick nwAeh 
of old lotted manure aver te rooting 
area as soon as the priming in 
completed, and supplement this with a 
feed of chemical tertOteer in the spring, 
tor black currants need a generous diet 
to support the g rowth of aB th e se new 
shoots.

Man Died Without Jacket

DLNCAN—There were two Ufe preservers to the boat, but 
the men w et ea t wearing them. And when the boat tipped 
over, the man who couldn't swim, died. 

That was the story told here Monday, before an Inquest 
Jury brought to a verdSe* that Dahdel Ray Cameron, 35. Drink- 
water Road, died alter being thrown from a repairing boat 

The accident occurred while Ray and his brother Ranald 
Cameron ware to a boat tawing water aUer Robert Griffith 
a( Gobble lflll. 

ROIP Constable J. P. Marab told the Jury there were two 
hie Jackets to the boat: One was approved by small vessel 
regulation lor a person weighing M pounds, and the second 
contained no approval seal at ah. 

Neither men to toe boat was wearing a life Jacket 

Marsh also said that a report from the department 
ol transport stated the maximum horsepower (or a craft simi¬ 
lar to the 134oot boat waa Z5 horsepower. 


The boat Involved In the accident waa powered by a 
40honopower Evinrude twin engine. 

Ranald told the Jury he waa attending the tow rope at the 
time ol the accident. 

When the slack ol the tow rope had been taken up by the 
slowly-moving craft, he yelled, “Hit it!” to his brother Ray. 

“When he hit toe gas the bow of toe boat came up, and 
.the boa* flipped over,” said Ronald. 

~~ “My first thought was to get clear of the boat, bo I 
Jumped.” 

He aakl both be and hia brother came up near the stern, 
and ha put hia brother on the stem of the boat and told him 
to hang on. 

“I knew he couldn't swim,” he continued. "I turned to find 
out where Bob (Griffith) waa, and when I looked back the 
■tern ol toe boat was sinking. Ray panicked and he came 
after me. 

“I went down with him, down far enough that the water 
was black."
